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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The applicant argues in substance that A) 
Belissent fails to suggest accumalating statistics on trafic flow and fails to map that traffic flow into a plurality or buckets and B) Valdya 
fails to suggest to apply any hash to a parameter of traffic flow or to use the hash to map traffic into a plurality of buckets. In response to 
A), Belissent does teach accumalating statistics on traffic flow and maping it into a plurality of buckets. Belissent teaches that 
accepting/declining a connection based upon statistics accumalated on the requesting traffic flow and storing it in data structures (col 2, 
line 55 to col 3, line 36). In response to B), Valdya is an analogous art that teaches developing a hash index (derived by applying a hash 
function) to organize information (see fig 7, col 9, lines 3-20). Therefore, Belissent in view of Valdya still meet the scope of the invention 
as currently claimed. 
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
